So Mr. Nucenr Monckx, talking 
to a representative of the Daily Chronicle, 
nced not have been alarmed because of the 
“ susceptibilities ’ of such people, when he 
informed that popular newspaper of the 
latest enterprise of the English J)rama 
Society. It was going to produce “The 
Song of Solomon ” as a play, and ignore the 
ecclesiastical interpretation of the rubric.

Mr. Moncx could not see that 
the spoken word should be less inspired 
than the printed page, or an acted drama 
less so than an imagined one. Although he 
noted that the so-called song is in dramatic 
form—lyrical dialogue—he did not seem 
to know that it was undoubtedly a 
play, with a cast set forth very much in the 
modern play-bill way, with far more cha- 
racters and “supers” than the English 
Drama Society proposed to give it, In the 
original cast there were, in addition to 
the principals, concubines, cunuchs, bath- 
altcudants, and other slaves. The ‘“ black 
but comely” heroine, a new acquisition to 
the Oriental potentate’s harem, was (if we 
may trust to our recollection of one learned 
literal translation) described as daughter of 
one Varures, Unfortunately, lilke the too 
candid love stories of China and Japan, the 
details of this little drama will not hear 
scrutiny by Western eyes, and we are left 
to wonder in some trepidation how the per- 
formance in South Kensington “ went off.” 
Even with the revised version of the lyric, 
i would need a very obtuse audience to 
miss its epithalamic character. The “cha- 
riot” of Solomon that was “paved with 
love” was, of course, the nuptial couch, 
adorned with emblems that explain the 
absence from the stage of the “ litter.” 
Mrs. Geunpy, much as she likes being 
shocked, could not have endured the crudi- 
ties that passed for poetry in Babylon, and 
that still pass, in Chinese form, in Canton 
to-day. The lowdlerized ‘rendering bearing 
the imprimatur of the pious King Jamas, 
with which we «ll ought to be familiar, is 
quite sufficiently indicative (o any but those 
who read on the run, Origen’s marginal 
nstructions notwithstanding. It is im- 
possible to miss the fact that different 
people are reciting, even if we overlook the

The perfect peace enjoyed during the just 
expired holiday turned our thoughts to the 
noises of Hongkong, and the partial activity 
of the police in fighting for “the peace and 


-tranquility of the neighbourhood.” _ The 


rustling of palm leaves, the wind in the 
China pine, the plaintive voices of seabirds, 
the osculation of waves on the remote beach, 
ull these were certainly noises, but they 
were not such as Miron wrote of, “ noises 
loud and ruinous.”~ In spite of them, 
perhaps even because of them, the sensation 
of “peace aud tranquility’? was there. The 
locality affected by a current polic: pros 
cution conveys an element of rude sarcasm 
into the phraseology of the charge-shect. 
The modern brick and mortar substitutes 
for the ancient groves of Ishtar are net to 


be thought of in connection with tranquility. ; 


and it seems a waste of energy fur the police 
to fuss over features thit any informed 
person would expect to. find there. The 
advocats for the defence spoke of the police 
intervention as “petty persecution, ” un- 
warranted by any complaints from neigh- 
bours, and when we think of other 
ways in which they might usefully. earn 
their wages, we find it in our heart to agree. 
There are noisé3 and noises, and there are 
complainants and complainants. There are 
necessary noises, and ncises unnecessary. 
There are irritable protestants, and there 
are reasonable objectors. As we write, now 
and every day, there is a most distracting 
uproar within a few yards of us. The 
“exhaust pipe’ of a gas engine—we hope 
we are technically correct—is exploding 
more than sixty times a minute, in an ear- 
racking manner. It has what is humorously 
called a ‘‘silencer’’ attached, but wo fear it 
must he out of order, Sometimes for a 
eecond or two the explosions stop, and that 
is worse than the constant beat upon the 
tympanum. Were a magistrate or a judge 
to sit tor an hour with us, wo know what 
would happen very soon, especially when 
we recall the incident of a judge insisting 
on the postal eervants desisting from 
stanping letters while he delivered judg: 
ment. We suppose, however, that this 
torture is uravoidable. It comes from a 
business neighbour, and bearing in mind the 
injunction to live and let live, weabandon 
any idea of another sort of injunction. The 
tranquility of » mind philusophie cannot 
be disturbed by untranquil external pheno- 
mena. But if we had been Police instead 
of Press! We remember a case in which 
some thoroughly respectable people hid the 
wisfortune to reside near to a Hongkong 
polics station, or barracks. Tv them ubout 
eleven o'clock one night, while a dis- 
tinguished company, including a Consul, 
was heing regaled with really classic music 
from an excellent pianoforte superiorly 
played, came a Policeman, with a peremp.

Both cults quite possibly 
evolved froti earlier ones, one\Hindu, the 
other Chaldean. The startling resembl- 
ances between modern Buddhism and 
primitive (Catholic) Christianity are based 
on features older thau either, at Jenst one 
of which is well known to the devouter 
Parsecas. Nevertheless, we regard - the 
following-letter from a fokyo Instructor of 
English, in the Naval College there, as 
suffviently) iuportant and interesting to 
deserve-rejjroduction.

Origen, lhowsver, goes on to say that the 
followers of Callistus gajned a powerfal ally in 
a man named Alcibiades, who arrived ia Rome, 
with a book, which Le said had been given to a. 
man named Elchasai, who had banded it toa 
man of the name of Sobiai, who handed it to 
Alcibiades. But he said that the book had 
origiually come from an angel or celestial Being 
of immense stature (Origen gives the 
dimensions ), and that it purported to aon»unce

Sir Henry then prodaced one of the bottles 
of Lanmsn and Kemp's manufacture and one of 
the defundants’ and ridionled any suggestion 
of similarity on the labels. It was all nonsense, 
and that was the sort of thiog for which they 
were to b3 sent (o prison. 

Mr. Slade—Certainly, : 

bir Honry—Well, I hope vot. Proceeding, 
he said their defence was that they had a risht 
to sall Florida water ig bottles as they hed put 
tkem up because the prosecalors had no exclusive 
right fo use the words Florida water and he 
as-erted that there was nothing in the appearanice 
of the bottle oiloalated to deceive any one 
outside alunatioasylam.

They had aright to oomplain moet bitterly of 
hariog oriminal proceedings brought against 
them for doing what they had done for years 
and which others were doing and intended todo, 
not vitbs'andiog that proseoation antil there was 
an injunction restraining them and not only 
the ajuction of that court bat that of the 
Privy Council. There were large pecuniary 
interests involved. It was not a question of 
infringing any ordinance for the defence of 
the public. The prosecutors had not proved 
that a single man had been deceived. nor had 
‘hay shown that a person whoasked for Lanman 
and Kemp's had got Kwoug Sang's instead. 
It was a prostitution of the criminal law to 
bring them there charged with a. criminal

Certainly not. 

If you wanted Lanman and Kemp’s would you 
take that bottle P—Certainly not. 

Cross-examined—Do you know that Lanman 
and Kemp were the inventors of Florida water? 
—I do not. 

You have heard it >—No. 

You know that they are very old mann- 
facturers P— Yes. 

+ Would you be surprised toknow that they have 

been doing business siuce the forties P—No. 

Would vou believe that they were (he first to 
manufacture Florida water—I should not be 
surprised, 

Do you balieve it ?—I do not know.

Cross-examined—Lanman and Kemp are the 
pioneers of Florida water ?—I don’t know. 

Have they not the reputation for it ?—No. 
They are one of the best manufacturers, though 
there are others quite as good. - 

Can you suggést why Watson's label should 
have a fountain like Lanman and Kemp's? No. 

Witness added that the two girls on Kwong 
Sang’s label was such a distinguishing mark 


and Kemp's.

The SkcrReTaRy having read the notice 
convening the meeting, 

The CHAIRMAN said :— We have the pleasure 
to lay before you the report and accounts 
for 1907, cepies of which have been in 
your hende for eome days past, Our wark- 
ing account again shows an increased pr: fit, 
and we are able dvide four lacs in divi- 
dend, which I think is very satisfactory, and 
IT hope will te approved by all shsr-holders. 
We are compelled to put something to reserve 
by our Articles of Association, but we d: not 
recommend more than £1,/0' for this purpose, 
asin the present state of our finance this fund 
exists only on paper, the money being used in 
our basiness, but on the other band we propose 
wriling off the substantial sum of $84,974 83, 
for depreciation of buildings, machinery eto. 
The work of the year u der review shows, Iam 
gled to say, steady progress both iu our 
gales and in our culput. The two extra 
rotary kil e, which we acquired on the 
spot under circumstances explained to you 
at our last anoual meeting, were not in 
as good order as they might have b3en or would 
hive been if we had taken them over ourselves 
from the makers at home, and consequently more 
time was ocoupied in erecting them and putting 
them together than we had expected. All 
defects were, however, finally made good, and 
these kilos now form a valuable addition to our 

lant. In the accounts you will notica that we 

ad to pay $50,000 for interest on borrowed 
money or some $13,000 more than we did the 
previous year, but this item should ba consider- 


‘ably legs in the next account, as our debit to the 


Bank is now reduced ‘o three lacs. Yeu wil 
no doubt wish to have some details of our 
capital expenditure during the year, which has 
principally caused this increase in interest. 
‘We spent, as you will see from the accéunte, 
some $55,(09 at Macao which was chiefly made 
up of :—315.000 on Sea Wall and Reclamation 
of Land; $3,000 for a stone breaker; $4,000) 
for an economizer to ecovomize fuel for the 
boilers; $7,410 for plant to take up and 
discharge fresh clay into fectory and afterwards 
into boats; $5,00 on a shed for storit g clay; 
$12,000 for another Ball Mill for grinding 
burnt cement, the rest being labour aad other 
small items. At Hok Un our expenditure 
was nearly three lacs, a great part of which 
wags spent on the rew rotary kilos, viz:— 
$65,000 to complete the installation of the 
two kilns; $72,000 on a grindiog mill; and 
$41,0G0 on the buildinys. These uecersilated 
500 horse power engine, which cost $32,010, 
besides this we built clinker and oo1] sheds 
costing $20,000 8 new cement godown for 
about $7.000, a s‘ave drier for $20,000. and 
spent about $20,000 on additional maohinery 
and bnildings for the Saw Mill. Also 
$6,000 on new roads and drains; $3,20) on a 
small tramway; $3.50 on arrangements for 


bringing down stones from the Weat River, and 


the rest on emall alterations and inoidentals, 
You will thus appreciate that enlarging the 


. factory does not mean simply adding new kilns. 


For new kilns entails extra grinding plant, and 
that requires increased power. On the other 
hand it, of course, resultginan enlarged output 
and that again entails a larger saw mill 
more godowns, and increased stocks both 
of raw material and cement to receive and 
handle and ship off. Nothing has been spent 
that was not absolutely necessaty or that 
does rot tend to greater efficiency and 
make for economy and reduced working 
expenses, our constant aim being fo obtain 
the best results by the adoption and use 
of the most up to dateplant and labour 
saving machinery. At Dosh Water Bay the 


expenditure of $2000 was principally on 8 
new boiler and engine and other emall additions 
to machinery. You will notice that we-have 


only allowed for depreciation of baildings and. ; lamps, 


machinery, lighters etc. at the u«ua! rate of six 
per cent. and have not included land as some 
shareholders raised the point that property at 
Kowloon, if anything, bad app eciated and was 
not depreciating which is, no doubt, the case. 
The item for lind, at Canton is oost of a piece 
of ground on the River, which ia used as ad-pét 
for stone prior to its transhipment to sea-going 
boats. While on the subject of accounts 
I may e¢ay that I am sorry that they are 
later than usual this yeir, but this is in- 
evitable with the greater mass of figures with 
whioh we have to desl, and without undaly 
pressing our acconntants and auditors I do not 
sxe how they can be got ready any sooa'r in 
fnture. As to the outlook for the present yoar 
I do not think we have much to fear, our brind 
ia now well liked by the moat exacting of «ur 
customery, and the demand for it keeps g od 
and st-ady all round. It is true that owing 
to China New Year and other causes our sales 
for the first two months of the year fe | off, bat 
March showed a good recovery, and we re now 
fully booked for this and the month to come. 
On the whole I think we have fair reason 
to expect that our turn-over 'this year will 
again shov an improvement on that of last. 
Before moving the adoption of the report and 
acoounts I will be pleased to answer any 
qnestions.

In Hongkong Sir Robert will be close to 
Canton, the scene of lis early Jabours in China, 
first in the British Consular servica and after- 
wards in the Chinese Imperial Maritime 
Customs. ; 

The recent death of Sir Nicholas O Conor, 
the British Ambageador at Cous'antinople, and 
a fellow-countryman of Sir Rob-rt, recalls a 
faot that is perbaps not generally known. On 
the death of Sir Harsy Parkes, the British Mi- 
nister in | eking, Sir Robert Hart was appointed 
Minister in his place, and the appoiotment 

~was gazetted, But Sir Robert declined i-. 
There isa story of the ben trovato order that 
Bir Robert replied that there were mapy 
foreign Ministers in Peking, but only one 
Inspector-General. As a matter of faot, it was in 
deference (o a special request of the Empress- 
Dowager that Sir Robert remained at the head 
of the Cu:toms and did not go to the Legation. 

But Sir Robert was and is an excellent 
diplomatist. Just about the time referred to, 
in 1884.5, he performed valuable services to the 
Chinese Government in connexion with the 
Franco-Chinese difficulty in Tonkin and the 
subsequent Treaty, Before that, in 1876, he 
had taken a great part in the negotiations re 
the Chefoo Convention. 

As stated, Sir Robert Hart declined the post 
of Minister to China and Korea, and for 16 
months following this the late Sir Nicholas 
O’Conor was Chargé d’Affsires in Poking, 
Later, in 1892, Sir Nicholas returned to Peking 
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Japanese, Auti-Japanese seutiment ig strong 
and very widespread iu the North, uot ouly 
amoung the Chiuess but among forsigoers, But 


in moxt cases if is nareagunable, and there is a 
danger that it may ba pushed too far. There 
are iadications, however, of a reictioa taking 
place in this respact.
